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The Synod of Virginia is composed of 17 ordained ministers and 2 licentiates. 
Rev. J. P. Cline, president; A. P. Ladden, secretary ; and P. Shickle, treasurer. 
The total membership is estimated at 2466. They report 42 congregations, and 
36 prayer meetings. 

The Synod of South Carolina numbers 46 ministers, 3061 commuicants. Rev. 
Wm. Bearly, president ; Rev. Leppard, secretary ; Rev. Hart, cor. secretary ; Mr. 
John Rouch, treasurer of synod ; and Mr. H. Muller, treasurer of seminary. This 
Synod is actively engaged in Missionary enterprises, especially in the South-West, 
and has extended her arms as far as Texas.

sorry that he is not present. Their next meeting will be held at Betheden, New- 
berry district, 8. C., on the Friday before the 2d Sabbath in Nov., 1850.

Your Committee recommend the reference of this 
subject to the Ministerium ; and that they inquire into the causes which led to the 
suppression of the resolution, upon which was suspended the licence of bro. Coffman, 
and that he be required to inform that body whether the promise made to the Presi- 
dent to keep silence on certain agitated topics has been by him strickly observed. 

Your Committee deem it unnecessary to dwell upon this subject, as they conceive 
that the time has come, when every effort should be made on the part of Synod 
to preserve its constitution and authority inviolate. |

ligion. Your Committee deeming this a matter of vital importance to the entire 
(Church within our geographical bounds, deem themselves incompetent to the task, 
and would therefore offer the following resolution :

Synod. According to the most current information received, upwards of five hun - 
dred souls have been hopefully converted to God since our last meeting of Synod. 

We are tanght in Scripture that “there is joy in heaven over one sinner that 
repenteth.” Oh! what must have been their rejoicings, at witnessing such an ex- 
tensive work of grace. The entire spiritual aspect of many Congregations has 
been changed. Where vice and immorality in the worst forms once existed, now 
is heard the voice of prayer and praise. Such signal manifestations of the grace 
of God, demands our most sincere and grateful thanksgiving. But, while we are 
made to rejoice to see the word of Eternal Truth thus prosper in our hands, our

is a considerable mistake in the Treasurer’s account. That account 
ought to call for the sum of $630: 00, instead of $513 36} cents, which 
error stands corrected above. In September last, there was an order 
issued from your Executive Committee, authorizing me to forward tw 
Robert M. Jones, a beneficiary student at the Lexington Seminar, 
for the same, which was complied with. 


By examining all the papers belonging to your Society, I found tha

your former Treasurer, for which sums he had neglected to take ther 
notes, which notes | have since obtained, and which accounts for part ¢ 
the error in his account to your last annual meeting. =~ 

In compliance with the 4th resolution of your last annual meeting, | 
visited Mr. John Krimminger, formerly a beneficiary student at th 
Lexington Seminary, but now located in Darlington District, Sout 
Carolina, and having learned that there was a very slim chance to ge 
any money out him at the present time, I endeavored to persuade hip 
to give us a new note for the amount he owed us, which he declir 
ed doing. He admitted the justice of the debt we claim against him 
but said that he could not pay us any money at this time on the $6 
note, neither would he give us a new note. He reminded me of ow 
negligence in the management of the affairs of our Society, and boasted 
of the advantage he had over us in collecting our claims out of him, 
pleading the statute of limitation. He alleged that he had paid $11! 
of the amount that he received of our Society, but could not tell am 
more when, but said that it had been paid some years ago—that he had 
borrewed the money from four different individuals, to wit: a part from 
Mr. Holliman, Esq.; part from Wm. King; part from Mr. Hudgem 
who was now dead ; and a part from some other individual whose nam 
I do not now recollect. Finding that he could fix no definite time whe 
he could have paid it, I referred him to his own letter addressed to M 
M. Barrier, in August, 1848, upon whi-n he said that he paid th 
$110 in August 1843, and had the Rev. H. Greber’s letter of acknow! 
edgment somewhere amongst his papers, but did not know where. |

him again for Greber’s letter of acknowledginent, and told him I was 
very anxious to see it, and that it was very important to us to know 


whether he had such a letter or not; upon which he replied that he 


had searched his papers and could not find it. Upon which I told him 
that I reasonably came to the conclusion that he had never paid it, 
neither had he any letter of acknowledgment, for which he gave me 
no definite reply. 1 then left him and went to Darlington Court House, 
being fifteen miles off, and consulted two of their best lawyers as to the 
propriety of bringing suit against him, thinking that if I could obtain « 
judgment against him we might be able to collect the money, but after 
a few hours consultation on the various points in the case, I became per- 
fectly satisfied that there was no chance at all for us to obtain a judg- 
ment against him, consequently did not bring suit. 

I returned in the same neighborhood that night, and after some in- 
quiry, | was creditably informed that he never came to that section ot 
country before the year 1844, and consequently could not have borrow- 
ed the money in that year to pay the debt in 1843. Besides, Mr. Hol- 
liman positively declares that he never loaned him any money. Mr. 
King says that he had loaned him ten dollars sometime during the 
summer of 1844, and that sometime during the year 1845, Mr. Krim- 
minger contracted a disease, sometimes called by one name and some- 
times by another, and that he then borrowed ten dollars from -Mr. 
Hudgens to pay a doctor bill to have said disease eradicated. There is 
one other case that I beg leave to mention here, that is, that his charac- 
ver is so bad that he is entirely out of employment as a teacher at pres- 
ent, and has turned his attention to the sale of spirituous liquors, and in 
order to evade the law which prohibits a man from selling any quantity 
less than three gallons without a license, he keeps a small box on his table 
with a hole in the lid, large enough to drop a silver dollar in edgewise.

Betovep Brerurex—lIn the providence of God, we are permitted to
